J udg e H olla nd's N on-Pa rtisa n J udi­ 
cia l County Convention Monop­ 
olized by Hit* Populists. 
The non-partisan judicial mass con­ 
vention for Crow Wing cotudy wus 
held nt the court house last Saturday 
afternoon as per call issued, but the 
people forgot to m a ss to any extent, 
at least in the manner in which it was 
intended. Instead of a quiet meeting 
of a few partisans of the non-partisan 
originators of the movement, it dele­ 
gation of thehtrikiug employes from 
the shops, nearly all populists, took 
possession of the meeting and pro­ 
ceeds! to run things to suit them­ 
selves, much to the chagrin of the 
originators of the scheme. 
The convention was called to order 
by J. E. Johnson, the committeeman 
from this county, 
promptly at 3 
o’clock, who began to read the call for 
the convention. 
He was interrupted 
by J . A. Elliott representing the [>op- 
nlists, who demanded by what au­ 
thority he presumed to make himself 
chairman of this convention. 
Mr. 
Johnson explained that he had been 
committeeman from this county for 
six years, and had signed the call 
authorizing the convention. 
After 
some more talk he was allowed to 
proceed, Mr. Elliott remarking they 
would dispose 
of his case later. 
When the reading of the call was fin­ 
ished Mr. J. A. Elliott was nominated 
and elected chairman and Mr. Geo. 
Herron secretary without opposition. 
The chair then announced that the 
election of delegates was next in or­ 
der, and nominations were called for 
On motion Chas. Barnett aod a Mr. 
Phillips were appointed tellers. 
It was m oved aud curried that two 
deleg a tes he elected from the country 
and three from the city. 
The pames of the following gentle­ 
men were then placed in nomination: 
From the country—Jos. Myer, A. F. 
Ludwig. 
From the city—John Hur­ 
ley, Fred Wehrle, Chas. Banks and 
Peter Olson. 
On motion the nominations were 
closed, and Peter Olsen declined, when 
the other gentlemen were elected by 
acclamation. 
The chairman then stated that he 
thought it would be _ proper to in­ 
struct the delegates, and suggested 
that a five minute recess be taken to 
confer about the matter. 
After a few moments recess the con­ 
vention was again called to order, but 
no mention was made of instructing 
the delegates, it having been decided, 
probably, that this was not the best 
course to take. 
Fred Wehrle then arose aud said 
he understood tfiat Editor Stivers had 
some remarks to make on the financial 
situation, hut Bro. Stivers demurred 
and said lie had nothing to say. Chas. 
Banks and A. F. Ludwig each de­ 
clined an invitation to speak hut Fred 
Wehrle made a few remarks, con­ 
gratulating the workingmen on the 
interest they were taking in political 
sffairs as evidenced by their presence. 
“ As I look over this vast audience,” 
said the speaker (there were just 30 
present) “ J am delighted at the in­ 
terest taken in political matters by the 
working people.” 
At the conclusion of Mr. Wehrle’s 
remarks the chair stated a motion to 
adjourn would be in order, which ac­ 
tion was taken. 
Before the mooting 
broke up, however, Air. Elliott said 
that ho had a piece cut from a news­ 
paper which he desired to road, which 
was entitled the “ Bankers Opinion of 
the Worki ng ma nAfter reading the 
selection. Mr. Elliot made quite an 
extended speech in which ho scored 
the bankers, lawyers and other profes­ 
sional men, not forgetting the press, 
maintaining that all were leagued 
against the working people to hold 
them in subjection. 
In fact tlie con­ 
vent i-n was more of a labor meeting 
than a political convention. At the 
close of Mr. Elliotts remarks the eon- 
verPion adjourned.

l’rlsit John. 
Presbyter, or Priest John, was a 
name given iu the middle ages to a 
supposed Christian sovereign said to 
hold his empire in some central part 
of Asia (Tibet), though, according to 
the Portuguese, he was king of Abys­ 
sinia. Oungh Khan, khan of the 
Crim Tartars, in the beginning of the 
thirteenth century, is, however, re­ 
garded as the actual individual men 
tioned as Prester John, that j>erson 
having taken priest’s orders, thereto 
induced by the missionaries, who had 
penetrated the country through Mes- 
opotamia and Armenia, followers of 
the Nestorian creed. Timbs, in his 
“ Curiosities of History,” gives a 
slightly different account: “ The king 
of Tendae, in Asia, w’ho, like the 
Abyssine or Ethiopian emperor, pre­ 
served great state and did not conde­ 
scend to lie seen by his subjects 
above twice or three times a year.” 
Mandeville, who professes to have 
traveled over Prester John's country, 
makes him sovereign of an .archipel­ 
ago of islands in India beyond Bac- 
tria and says that “ a former em­ 
peror traveled into Egypt, where, 
being present at divine service, ho 
asked who those persons were who 
6tood before the bishop.

i’upcr Hnngrrs’ Caste*. 
A trade journal says the founda 
tion of good paste is good flour. The 
best white wheat flour is the cheap­ 
est in the end, as it goes further and 
works smoother. 
To make a bucket of paste take 
about four pounds of sifted wheat 
flour and stir in enough lukewarm 
water to make a stiff batter. 
Keep 
on stirring until all lumps disappear 
and the 1 mtter is smooth. Then pour 
in boiling hot water briskly until the 
letter swells and has a cooked ap­ 
pearance. 
When ready to use, thin 
down with cold water until it can be 
spread on the paper easily. 
Some paper hangers add about two 
ounces of powdered alum, but do not 
use alum in paste when made for 
felts or solid gold grounds. 
To mako rye flour i>aste mix 
enough sifted rye flour with cold wa­ 
ter to get the consistency of cream. 
Stir until all lumps disappear; then 
place on fire to boil. 
Keep stirring 
until it thickens and becomes yellow­ 
ish in color. 
When cool, add enough 
cold water until quite thin. 
Do not 
use until cold. 
To make a strong size for very 
rough walls dissolve one pound of 
good ground glue to a bucket of hot 
water. Stir and use while warm. 
Apply with an old pastebrush or 
whitewash brush. For ordinary siz­ 
ing on new walls and walls that have 
been papered a half pound of glue to 
a bucket of water will lie sufficient. 


The Effect of Clianif.'. 
The Philadelphia Record says: “ An 
experienced old housekeeper in charge 
of a large down town mansion with 
fe\v occupants is noted for a queer 
manner of tidying up each room dai­ 
ly between intervals of thorough 
cleaning. 
Sometimes she merely 
changes the chairs about in the un­ 
used rooms or transiioses articles on 
the mantelpiece, or taking a broom 
circles it once or twice around the 
floor. The result is absolute freedom 
from mice and rats. She says she 
learned years ago from a frontier 
hunter that all such animals avoid 
places which, to their acute senses, 
show signs of recent disturbance.

i'uugh Paper. 
The tough paper which comes fr*m 
China and Japan is made from ma- 
nilla fiber. The new or fresh fiber is 
not used, it being too expensive, but 
after it has served its purpose as ropo 
or cordage and has become old it is 
carefully picked to pieces, made into 
a string}' pulp and manufactured in­ 
to paper. The paper is singularly 
strong. When rolled up into a string 
or cord, it is a very good substitute 
for cotton or flax twine. Its strength 
js solely due to that of the manilla, 
which is one of the strongest fibers 
know'u to the manufacturer.—Indian­ 
apolis News.

The Wadi'iia Pioneer of last week 
bas the following to say of the non­ 
partisan judicial movement: 
It is no SCH}! et that Judge Holland, 
the present incumbent, h&e been la­ 
boring long and hard to bring this 
movement about.

sole instigator of it, and every one is 
aware of the fact that it is piirely and 
simply a Holland movement 
The 
judge IS a democrat, but by persistent 
camikiigning. a vast deal of corres­ 
ponding, pulling Ovary wire imagina­ 
ble aud *‘i>aying the freighV^ in each 
iustauce. he professes to have discov­ 
ered the fact that there is a strong 
.sentiment throughout the district fa­ 
voring a non-partisan movement. 
\\ hat is bi-tter still, everything he 
has tliseovered in a non-partisan way 
s*M-ms <0 point toward him. The most 
of the lion j(artisans this year seem to 
bo th luocrat.s. 
In Hubbard county 
there ate no rupijblicans who are in 
any way eonaecied with tfie move­ 
ment. 
The same is true of Wadena 
county. Hero, in fact, a large portion 
of the dt niocratri are against it, none of 
the jiopuli.st.s seem to favor it and it 
will actually be hard scratching to 
get enough voter.s together to ramte a 
resjiectable in i.ss eonvtaition. Twen­ 
ty-five iii“n could carry (ho conven­ 
tion Hither w.ay. In Cii-ss county the 
iiiovement itM (he backing of some 
of the republicans, but jn Crow Wing, 
Aitkin aud Ita.^-ea the chief pushers 
are democrats. 
But the funny part of the whole 
business now i.s that after Judge Hol­ 
land has gone to all of this trouble, 
paid the ex[)en.ses of the conimitteo- 
meu in order to get them together 
aud did considerable hustling on the 
side, another man i.s liable to step in 
and reap the benefit of it all. To be 
[(lain about it. Judge Holland is ba­ 
ile not to be nominated. If current 
reports are to be Uditwed A. G. Brok­ 
er, of this city, is thinking of being a 
democratic, or according to the re­ 
vised edition aon-jiartiann, candidate 
himself, and if he (I003 
J. Katzky, 
one of the prominent non-partisansof 
this county, figures it out that he 
(Broker) will stand a good show. Mr. 
Broker would of course have no trou­ 
ble in securing the Wadena delega­ 
tion, aud it is said that Hubbard would 
bo for him, too. 
Ed. Horton, the 
Populist, who is the coraiuitteeniaD 
from (hat county, sajs that while of 
course he is undersome financial obli­ 
gations to Holland in this campaign 
he would be for Broker in the conven­ 
tion if that gentleman was a candidate. 
Broker's friends concede that Judge 
Holland will have tho delegates from 
Aitkin, Itasca, and (Jass counties, but 
in Crow Wing, the judge’s own home, 
they think Holland can be beaten. A 
gentleman who is on tho inside in 
this non-partisan scheme, said the 
other day that H. C. Stivers, the well­ 
known democrat and editor of the 
Brainerd Journal, wa.s against Judge 
Holland and for Jlroker. If such is 
the case he may be able to deliver the 
Crow Wing delegation to Broker, 
which '^'■■ouJd nominate him. So far

Judge Holland’s Xon-Partlsaii Judi­ 
cial i'ouiity Convention Monop­ 
olized by the Populists. 
The non-partisan judicial mass con­ 
vention for Crow Wing county was 
held at tho court house last Saturday 
afternoon as per call issued, but the 
people forgot to mass to any extent, 
at least in the manner in which it was 
intended. Instead of a quiet meeting 
of a few partisans of the non-partisan 
originators of the movement, # dele­ 
gation of the striking employes from 
the shops, nearly all populists, took 
possession of the meeting aud pro­ 
ceeded to run things to suit them ­ 
selves, much to the chagrin of the 
originators of the scheme. 
The convention was called to order 
by J. E. Johnson, the committeeman 
from this county, promptly at 3 
o’clock, who began to read the call for 
the convention. 
Ho was interrupted 
by J. A. Elliott representing the pop­ 
ulists, who demanded by what au­ 
thority he presumed to make himself 
chairman of this convention. 
Mr. 
Johnson explained that he had been 
c^mmitteeiran from this county for 
six years, and had signed the call 
authorizing tho convention. 
After 
some more talk he was allowed to 
proceed, Mr. Elliott remarking they 
would dispose 
of his case later. 
When the reading of the call was fin­ 
ished Mr. J. A. Elliott was nominated 
and elected chairman and Mr. Geo, 
Herron secretary without opposition. 
The chair then announced that the 
election of delegates was next in or­ 
der, and nominations were called for 
On motion Chas. Barnett and a Mr. 
Phillips were appointed tellers. 
It was moved and carried that two 
delegates be elected from the (sountry 
and three from the city. 
The pam ^ of the following gentle­ 
men were then placed in nominatioD: 
From the country—Jos. Myer, A. F. 
Ludwig. From the city—John Hur­ 
ley, Fred Wehrle, ChiLS. Banks and 
Peter Olson. 
On motion the nominations were 
closed, and Peter Olson declined, when 
the other gentlemen were elected by 
acclamation. 
The chairman then stated that he 
thought it would b o .proper to in­ 
struct the delegates, and suggested 
that a five minute recess be taken to 
confer about the matter. 
After a few moments recess the con­ 
vention was again called to order, but 


DO mention was made of instructing 
the delegates, it having been decided, 
probably, that this was not the best 
course to take. 
Fred Wehrle then arose and said 
he understood tfiat Editor Stivers had 
some remarks to make on the financial 
situation, but Bro. Stivers demurred^ 
and said he had nothing to say. Chas. 
Banks and A. F. Ludwig each de­ 
clined an invitation to speak but Fred 
Wehrle made a few remarks, con­ 
gratulating the workingmen on the 
intereat they were taking in political 
affairs as evidenced by their presence. 
“As I look over this vast audience,” 
said the speaker (there were just 30 
present) “I ara delighted at the in­ 
terest taken in political matters by the 
working people.” 
At the conclusion of Mr. Wehrle’s 
remarks the chair stated a motion to 
adjourn would be in order, which ac­ 
tion was taken. Before the meeting 
broke up, however, Air. Elliott said 
that he had a piece cut from a news­ 
paper which he desired to read, which 
was entitled the “Bankers Opinion of 
the Workingman.'' 
After reading the 
selection, Mr. Elliot made quite an 
extended speech in which ho scored 
the bankers, lawyers and other profes­ 
sional men, not forgetting the press, 
maintaining that, all were leagued 
against the working iieople to hold 
theu) in subjection. In fact the con- 
venli<*n was more of a labor mooting 
than a political convention. At the 
close t)f Mr. Elliotts remarks the con- 
vonSoit adjourned.

F rle st John. 
Presbyter, or Priest John, was a 
name given in the middle ages to a 
Buppoe^ Christian sovereign said to 
bold his empire in some central part 
of Asia (Tibet), though, according to 
the Portuguese, he was king of Abys­ 
sinia. Oungh Khan, khan of the 
Crim Tartars, in the beginning of the 
thirteenth century, is, however, re­ 
garded as the actual individual men 
tinned as Prester John, that person 
having taken priest's orders, thereto 
induced by the missionaries, who had 
penetrated the country through Mes­ 
opotamia and Anuenia, followers of 
the Nestorian creed. Timbe, in bis 
“Curiosities of History,” gives a 
slightly different account: ‘"[peking 
of Tendae, in Asia, who, like the 
Abyssine or Ethiopian emperor, pre­ 
served great state and did not conde­ 
scend to be seen by his subjects 
above twice or three times a year.” 
Mandeville, who professes to have 
traveled over Prester John's country, 
makes him sovereign of an archipel­ 
ago of islands in India beyond Bac- 
tria and says that “a former em­ 
peror tr3.veled into Egypt, where, 
being present at divine ^rvice, ho 
asked who those persons were who 
stood before the bishop. Being told 
they should be priests, he said he 
wo^d no more be called king nor 
emperor, but priest, and would have 
the name of him that came first out 
of the priests and was called John, 
and so have all the emperors since 
been called Prester John.”—Brook­ 
lyn Eagle.

The 
best white wheat flour is the cheap­ 
est in the end, as it goes further and 
works smoother. 
To make a bucket of paste take 
about four pounds of sifted wheat 
flour and stir in enough lukewarm 
water to make a stiff batter. Keep 
pn stirring until all lumps disappear 
and the batter is smooth. Then pour 
in boiling hot water briskly until the 
batter swells and has a cooked ap­ 
pearance. When ready to use, thin 
down with cold water imtil it can be 
spread on the paper easily. 
Some paper bangers add about two 
ounces of powdered alum, but do not 
USO alum in paste when made for 
felts or solid gold grounds, 
To make rye flour paste mix 
enough sifted rye flour with cold wa­ 
ter to get the consistency of cream. 
Stir until all lumps disappear; then 
place on fire to boil. Keep stirring 
im til it thickens and becomes yellow­ 
ish in color. When cool, add enough 
cold water until quite thin. Do not 
use until cold. 
To make a strong size for very 
rough walls dissolve one pound of 
good ground glue to a bucket of hot 
water. Stir and use while warm. 
Apply with an old pastebrush or 
whitewash brush. For ordinary siz­ 
ing on new walls and walls that have 
been papered a half pound of glue to 
a bucket of water will be sufficient.

MANY CHINESE LOST. 


DETAILS OF THE NAVAL ENGAGE* 
MENT WITH JAPAN. 


A Cklweae Transport Sank naff Only 
Forty of Two Thousand Chinese 
Troops oa Board Are Saved—-For­ 
eigners Also K illed. 


Shanghai, July 30.—Further details of 
{he naval engagement have reached here. 
The fighting, though of short duration, 
was very severe. 
One of ’he Japanese 
warships got within a short distance of 
the transport Row felling aud discharged 
a torpedo ut L *r. The missile struck the 
transport fairly and a ttrritic explosion 
followed, aud the Kovr felling began at 
once* to till. 
Prior to the discharge of the torpedo 
the crew of the 
transport, which 
was 
armed, aud tho military force ou Imnrd 
of her, made a hard fight against the 
attacking force. Many of those on board 
of her were shot dead on deck. When the 
vessel began to sink there was great ex­ 
citement on board of her. 
In the dire 
confusion that prevailed no attempt was 
made to lower the small boats. 
But 
even had such an attem pt been made the 
boats could only have carried a small 
percentage of those or. board. 
Every 
foreigner on board the transport, which 
Bhd Jpen chartered by the Chinese gov­ 
ernment from an English company, was 
either killed in the fighting or went down 
with the vessel. 
The loss of life was very great. 
Of 
nearly 2,000 Chinese troops on board of 
her only forty were saved. 
Only a 
short time elapsed between the explosion 
of the torpedo aud the foundering of tho 
transport. 
The vessel went down smi­ 
th lily near fehopiont island, where her 
commander made an attem pt to beach 
b»*r. The Tsao Kain, which was captured 
by the Japanese, was an old man-of-war 
that had been impressed into use as a 
transport. 
Many men were killed on 
board of her before she fell into the handr 
of the Japanese.

I Signs of a Break In the Senatorial 
Ranks.

Washington, July 31.—The full confir­ 
m ee eoiuniitt**e on the tariff met, and on 
the suggestion of Mr. Wilson it was de­ 
cided to adjourn to eject af tile call of 
the chairmen, the statem ent living made 
that th** D em frats were a liable to agr;* 
among themselves as yet, and that fur­ 
ther conference of the full «oinmiUcc 
would rvail nothing 
The Republican housa conferees sniil-'d 
timidly when they returned to the house. 
To their waiting associates they explained 
that the full conference had lasted only 
a minute. 
Senator Harris, th-*y v-aid. 
had slat .d that there were ”a few items 
on which the D-nuKTAtic conferees had 
not agreed.” 
Ile had not specified the 
items, tu t the Republican conferees had 
gathered that they were sugar, coal and 
iron ere. The Republicans seem to think 
the deadlock is not likely to be broken 
veiy soon. 
The time for the house Dem­ 
ocratic caucus has been changed to Thurs­ 
day afternoon. 
A report that members 
had withdrawn their names from the p**- 
tition in sufficient numbers to cause the 
caucus to Im* abandoned proved wrong. 
Representative 
Brookshire of 
Indiana 
withdrew his name on the ground, it is 
said, that to-day was too early. 
For the first time since the tariff bill 
has been in conference there were signs 
of wavering iii the strong line that has 
stood behind the senate bill. 
“Senate bill 
or no bill” has been repeated during the 
day, hut less frequently and with less 
emphasis than heretofore. 
The only ex­ 
planation for the brief conferences is 
the fact that the house conferees feel 
(hat tho situation is changing in U***s" 
fa* or. 
There are many reasons ad­ 
vanced to show that this statem ent bas 
good foundation. 
It is known that the 
mails and telegraph are bringing to the 
Democratic senators urgent appeals to 
pass a bill which will not favor the trusts 
and which will Im; in fine with the de­ 
mands of the party platform. 
In fact these requests upon tho sena­ 
tors are endorsements of the i>ositiou of 
the president and the house iii the main 
points of iliffcr*ii v. 
That these tele­ 
grams are having effect cannot Im* de­ 
nied, aud have caused the senators who 
are most insistent upon the senate bill as 
togaed* coal, iron ore and sugar, no little 
concern. 
The house members also find 
considerable comfort in their analysis of 
the speeches made by tin* Democratic sen­ 
ators when the conference disagreement 
was before the senate, in which they find 
that but one I>eniocrat besides Mr. H ill 
who declared that if the Louisiant sugar 
interests were not piotccted he would net 
vote for the bill. None of the other sen­ 
ators it is claimed, burned the bridges 
behind them, none of them declared alo 
solutely that they would vote against the 
bill if the 1-8 differential oil sugar was 
not retained, or if the duty on iron ore 
and coal was stricken out. 
But more 
than this, many of the senators dec! ired 
their desire to obtain a till which vould 
secure 43 Democratic votes. 
It is point­ 
ed out that none of ihese senators, not 
even Mr. Gallery, have placed them­ 
selves in a position in which they can­ 
not support a bill i f ’t is returned without 
a differential protection to the sa g ir re­ 
finers and with coal and iron on .ae free 
list.

Shanghai. July 31.—I'he following is 
the latest Chinese version of the sinking 
of the troop ship How fehung, chartered 
by China from the Chinese M erchants’ 
Trading and Steamship company: 
When the How Sluing was overhauled 
by the Japanese cruiser the latter sent a 
boat alongside the transport with a prize 
crew to convey her to Japan. 
The Jap­ 
anese I warded the Row’ fehung and or- 
dered the commander, Capri Galesvorthy, 
an Englishman, to proceed to Japan. 
Th** captain refuse*I and the Japaiie.se 
withdrew to report to the commander of 
their cruiser. 
The latter ‘hen opened 
tire upon the transport, using the ma­ 
chine guns mounted in the to p s of the 
Japanese warship. 
The fire was so well 
directed that it soon cleared the Row 
Slinng’s decks. 
The cruiser then dis- 
eharged two toipcdoes at the transport, 
sinking lier and drowning nearly all on 
board, aland 2,(HH) souls. 
Cad. von Hanneken, a German, former­ 
ly the viceroy’s aide-de-camp, and a num­ 
ber of other foieign officers were among 
those killed by the fir** from the tops 
of tho cruiser before the torpedoes were 
discharged. 
The effect of the explosion 
of the torpedoes is said to have been ter­ 
rific. 
Gaping holes large enough to pull 
a boat through were torii in the steamer's 
side, and through these the water poured, 
diowning between dicks those who did 
not leap overboard. 
According to the reports received lier**, 
two German passengers who were on 
their way to Corea in order to settle up 
bus,ness affairs before the war broke out 
in earnest jumped overboard when the 
transport began to sink and succeeded 
iii swimming to the Japanese cruiser. But 
iii spite of their appeals to bt* taken on 
board and their announcement that they 
wert* non-combatants the 
two Germans 
were shot by the Japanese marines. 
A 
number of Chines** who 
swam to the 
cruiser share*! the same fate. 
The Jap­ 
anese absolutely refused to give quarter.

She was built for China at the 
Stettin works, and was 11 sister ship of 
the Ting Yuen, and was the most power­ 
ful warship in the ( hintse navy with the 
exception of the Ting Yuen. The battle 
was hotly contested, but tho Japanese 
appear to have handled their guns, ships 
and torpedoes with more skill than the 
Chinese. The Chinese flee), engage*! car­ 
ried nearly a thousand men, and ii large 
n imper of them are ropm-ted to have 
been killed or drowned. Dispatches say 
th at few if any of ’he Chinese engaged 
in the battle escaped. Two German offi­ 
cers in command of the Chen Yuen ar** 
a* ported to have met death wit Ii tile o-evv 
of that vessel.

Ashland, Wis., July 30.—Millions of 
dollars of property destroyed in the tu t 
cities of Mason and Phillips aril several 
villages, including Coolidge and Shore’* 
Crossing, iii ruins; an immense tract of 
standing pine in a state of desolation; 
several freight trains burned to frag­ 
ments, many railroad bridges wrecked 
and a score or more of lives lost are smut 
of the results of the terrible forest tires 
that so fiercely raged over Northern Wis­ 
consin. 
A t Phillips seventeen person* 
met death in the fire. Most of the deaths 
were caused by drowning, but several 
persons met death floiu the effects of flu 
intense heat aud smoke. 
W hen the fire 
first struck the 
town it 
spread with 


1 mazing rapidity. 
No one bad time to 
secure bis ptrsonal efT*'«ts, and when the 
box factory, iii which the v a ter plant 
was located, caught lire there was a mad 
rush by the iuhabitnr ts to seek places of 
safety. 
Most of them started for the 
woads, but many of (hem soMrcd boats 
at d improvised rafts aud rushed out into 
tho millpond. 
It was upon these yeoph; 
in bouts ami rafts that the storm of flame 
bent its greatest fury, 
'rho pond s but 
a small one, anti though the boats were 
in tho center, the livid cinders fell on 
every side, burning tho boats to the 
water’s edge aud forcing those unable* to 
BW I iii to seek a w attry grave. 
Those who escaped by clinging to pieces 
of drift wood say the cries of their com­ 
panions as they fell back exhausted and 
overcome by the heat and smoke were 
heartrending. 
One family consisting of 
husband, wife and six children, entered 
a floating boat house aud pushed away 
from shore. 
They were unable to man­ 
age the awkward box and flames reached 
out from the burning buildings on the 
shore andf it was quickly burned, tho un­ 
fortunate occupants being literally roast­ 
ed alive. 
It was a terrible sight, and no 
one could help them. 
Every one was in­ 
tent on saving his own life. The flames 
advanced with the roar of a cyclone in 
the shape of a solid wall of fire a hun­ 
dred f**«*t high.

in their vain endeivor to save the town.

This morn­ 
ing a small quantity of food was sent 
them from Fifield, and later a car load 
was sent from here. 
Three hundred of 
the people have gone to Prentice ami oth­ 
ers to Fifield, but the main portion, com­ 
prising over 2.000 souls, are yet at Phil 
lips waiting for aid. 
Several tents sent 
from here have been erected, ami with 
the few houses standing most of fbi 
women and children ere sheltered, but 
many of them have but scanty attire, so 
that supplies of clothing must accompany 
food.

This waste must Im* replaced 
by abundant food, but its selection re­ 
quires careful consideration, aud often 
self-denial, for, according to Deniorest’s 
Magazine, many things which tile phy­ 
sical xx'orker can eat with perfect im­ 
punity are slow poison to the brain 
worker, who exercises tho brain at Hie 
expense of tile body, and rarely gix’es 
the latter sufficient exercise to counter­ 
act the mental strain and keep it in a 
condition to resist disease. Bear in 
mind that while the waste of the body 
is much more rapid, its deprivation 
of physical exercise encourages tor­ 
pidity *of the voluntary functions aud 
renders them sluggish in eliminating 
these wastes; therefore it is of the ut­ 
most importance that the tasks im­ 
posed 
upon them 
should 
be light. 
Brain workers require Hie most concen­ 
trated aud easily digested foods; they 
should eat fresli beef and muttou, fish, 
eggs—cooked in many forms, but nev­ 
er hard boiled nor fried—osytors and 
all fresh, green vegetables, especially 
cool, crisp salads, lettuce, chickory, to­ 
matoes. watercresses, etc., xvith may­ 
onnaise 
or 
French 
dressing. They 
should liegin the day with fruit and 
make it form the principal part of 
luncheon, and be very sparing in their 
cereals, 
eschewing 
entirely 
xvhito 
bread and oatmeal. Their ideal lunch­ 
eon, xvhich must be light if they con­ 
tinue work in the afternoon, is a glass 
of milk or a cup of hot chocolate—or, 
better still, a glass of fresh buttermilk 
—with txvo or three Graham wafers or 
a bit of toast and some fruit, an appl* 
figs or an orange.

w ealth and are therefore term ed capitalists 
It Is openly charged or in some form instnu 
ated th at our legislation has all along been 
fram ed so as to oppress the farm ers and to 
enrich, at their expense, those who are not 
engaged in such pursuits. It is assumed 
th a t all other classes have combined to de­ 
spoil and impoverish the farm er; th at he 
has been the neglected stepson of organized 
society, on whom tribute has been levied 
w ithout stiut or reason. It is assumed th at 
while most other classes have been pros 
perdus to a greater or less degree tile farm ­ 
er has not prospered at all, but, ou the 
contrary, has become more and more em- 
poverished, and th at he Is to-day a mere 
serf at the foot of the economic ladder. It 
is assumed that this deplorable condition 
thus assigned to the farm er is wholly the 
offspring of economic aud financial leglsla 
tlon hostile to him and calculated specially 
to enrich the so-called capitalists. To sub­ 
stan tiate these assum ptions and insinua­ 
tions statistics are appealed to. “ Bp to 
I SGO,” we are told, “our national wealth 
w as equally distributed between the farm 
era and the rest of the people.” In other 
words, th at 
T h e W e a lth o f O a r F a r m e r s 
was at that time not less than GO per cent 
of the entire w ealth of the nation, and 
th at siuee th it period 'h e rate of increase 
of w ealth has been gradually to the dis 
advantage of the fanner, 
until in 1890 
the farm er's share of the aggregate wealth 
w as only 29 per cent. In short, the farm ­ 
ers have not increas'd as rapidly in wealth 
since 18(50 as the rest of the nation. This

and 
prosperous.

This home m arket bas not only been by 
far our greatest m arket, but it has also 
been our steadiest, most certain and most 
rem unerative m arket. The farm er has al­ 
ways fared much better iu the home m ar­ 
ket than in the foreign m arket. Most of 
our agricultural products are sold aud con­ 
sumed at home, and as to those, a fairly 
good price is generally m aintained. 
We alw ays have a considerable surplus of 
wheat, cotton and corn to export. As to 
corn, owing to our peculiar soil ami cli­

which is now complained of, the employ­ 
m ent of extensive capital in other indus­ 
trial pursuits, in order th at the field of 
labor inifdit be enlarged and the demand for 
agricultural products greatly increased. 
And w ithout our extensive netw ork of rail­ 
roads, radiating in all directions aud extend­ 
ing to the outerm ost verges of our country, 
agriculture would have been kept w ithin 
narrow bouuds and would have been con­ 
fined to the lands within easy reach of our 
seaboard and of our inland lakes and w ater 
courses. Our railroads are to-day the In­ 
dispensable distributors of our products and 
commerce. W ithout them all traffic and 
intercourse would be at a standstill, and 
society would be in a state of apathy and 
helplessness. 
The recent strikes have dem onstrated how 
entirely dependent we are upon the trans­ 
portation facilities of our railroads. It was 
fortunate for our farm ers th at the strikes 
did not occur at a tim e when crops xvere to 
lie sold and marketed. H ad they occurred 
at th at tim e and continued at considerable 
length, much hardship and distress would 
haxe been the result. The capital which 
built our 
railroads and 
established our 
great m anufacturing enterprises and fu r­ 
nished work for thousands of w orthy and 
industrious laboring men, was not capital 
abstracted or w ithdraw n from agricultural 
pursuits, nor capital raised by taxation or 
government loans; but capital gathered from 
the surplus funds of people from all over 
the world; some of them x-ery rich, m any of 
them of moderate or lim ited means. Tiffs 
capital when it came, came as an invest­ 
ment, anti not in any spirit of hostility, for 
It depended for Its rew ard, more than any 
other capital, upon the general prosperity 
of the entire country. And at the tim e 
when it came, it was overmuch needed aud 
could scarcely have been obtained from any 
other source, and it has brought to us in 
its wake a large army of unemployed and 
furnished them w ith labor

These figures show that both relatively 
and 
intrinsically 
wheat 
Is 
the cheapest 
iud least profitable of all our farm pro­ 
ducts. And this accounts for the fact, well 
known to all. that in these portions of our 
state where little wheat is raised aud where 
dairy, diversified and mixed fanning pre 
vails, there is a far 
higher 
degree of 
wealth and prosperity prevailing than in 
those sections of the state where our fa n n ­ 
ers confine themselves to wheat raising. 
It 
has been tile fashion of windy and reckless 
reform ers in the past, and I presume it is 
still the fashion among these men. to insin­ 
uate and charge that our farm ers receive 
much less for their wheat here than the for­ 
eign m arkets w arrant, and that a large and 
unreasonable margin of profits is absorbed 
by the middle man or exporter, and hence 
omen the exceedingly low price. Those who 
have at all been versed iii the subject, have 
known and always m aintained that these 
barges and Insinuations hare been unfound­ 
ed and false. Fortunately, proof positive is 
now at hand. 
The legislature of 1893 directed the hoard 
f railroad aud warehouse commissioners to 
ascertain and compile, from tim e to time, 
and to punlish in weekly bulletins the price 
of grain in foreign m arkets ami iu our own, 
and the rates of transportation between such 
m arkets, for the purpose of ascertaining 
the difference In price between here and 
abroad, the cost of transportation and tile 
profits of the middle man or exporter. From 
the following statem ent, compiled from the 
bulletins issued by the board for the months 
of November, 
1893, and May and June. 
1894— m onths when w ater transportation was 
open and available and when the greatest 
volume of wheat was moving—It appears 
that the average price of wheat during these 
m ouths was $0.6084 lier bushel at D uluth 
and $0.7646 per 
bushel 
at 
Liverpool—a 
gross difference of $0.1562 between the for­ 
eign and domestic m arket, and that the ex­ 
porter, after paying insurance, transporta­ 
tion rates and elevator charges, 
had a 
net margin of profit of $0.19* per bushel. 
This thoroughly explodes the old campaign 
falsehood of a m argin of from 15 to 20 
cents per bushel profit to the middleman 
or exporter.

S tiv e r H a s N o t B e e n S tr ic k e n D o w n , 
ss some reform ers allege, but th at on the 
whole it Ie as much iii favor here, for use 
as money, as anyw here in the commercial 
world, and th at our country is tortny In 
a sound state of local as distinguished front 
international— bimetallism. 
Our own coin­ 
age history, from 1782 to 1834, and from 
the latter date until the bland act of 1878, 
has dem onstrated th a t the free coinage of 
both m etals, on a ratio alm ost approxi­ 
m ating the commercial ratio, failed ta 
give us real bim etallism -the uninterrupted 
circulation of both m etals side by side. 
There being no complete system of inter­ 
national bimetallism, and there being no 
actual or legal interconvertibility between 
the two metals, under the Inexorable opera­ 
tion of the Gresham law, silver, as the 
cheaper m etal, durlug the first period, drove 
gold out of circulation, and gold, as the 
cheaper m etal, during the second period, 
drove silver out of circulation. 
W hichever, 
for the tim e being, was the cheaper m etal, 
w as in exclusive possession and control. 
Aud this proves to all who are capable or 
willing to receive the tru th th at free coin­ 
age alone will not give us practical or real 
bimetallism. 
And I take it th at we are all 
bim etallists in the sense of xvanting both 
gold and silver to be in actual circulation 
as money. 
None of us want to drive either 
gold or silver out of circulation. 
The com­ 
mercial or intrinsic value of the silver dol­ 
lar is to-day hardly 50 cents of the gold 
dollar, and it is only current and received 
as equivalent to the gold dollar, because von 
can, at all times, exchange or convert it into 
the latter. And this is w hat we understand 
by 
the 
term 
Interconvertible. 
If 
a 
50 
cents 
silver 
dollar 
can 
ut 
all 
tim es 
be 
converted 
into 
a 
hun­ 
dred cents gold dollar, we are anxious to re­ 
ceive silver as gold. 
But to keep up this 
state of lntercon- 
vertlblllty there must not only be a law for 
it but the actual ability to m aintain it must 
exist. And to-day th** United States are 
possessed of l»oth of these qualities. \ \ ’e 
have the law and we have a gold dollar for 
every silver dollar in existence. 
In other 
words, we float our silver currency with a 
gold redem ption fund. 


T h e G r e a t O u tflo w o f G o ld 
was threatening the interconvertihillty of 
the two m etals and was fast drifting us 
into a state of sliver monometallism, or 
exclusive sliver circulation. The gold was 
rushing out of the country faster titan the 
silver was rushing Into the treasury. This 
threw the financial and business world into 
a panic. Money disappeared from circula­ 
tion aud went Into hiding. 
It was as hard 
to borrow money for the rich as for the 
poor. 
Under these conditions and to re 
lieve the tendon, distrust and alarm , con­ 
gress 
repealed 
the purchasing clause of 
the 
Sherman law —th a t feature 
requiring 
tin* government to purchase every month 
4.50.090 ounces of silver. This 
was 
not 
the demonetization of silver. It w as in e f­ 
fect merely the suspension of silver coin­ 
age of the enlargem ent of our silver cur­ 
rency. It was for the purpose of keeping 
up the equilibrium of the two m etals aud 
j to keep them from running from each oth 
j or. 
Iii other words, it was for tin* pur 
. pose of keeping up the interconvertihillty 
of our silver and our gold, for, as I have 
5 SI I P rid e d out, we need gold dollads to m ain­ 
tain and float our 50 cent silver dollars. 
The moment a silver dollar is not con­ 
vertible into a gold dollar, silver, now, as in 
the curly days of our nation, will entirely 
usurp the place of gold and drive the latter 
out of circulation and into hiding. 
No, my friends, silver monometallism is at 
least as dangerous as gold monometallism. 
No honest man. having the good of his coun­ 
try ut heart, w ants either. We want hon­ 
est, 
genuine bimetallism. A free coinage 
which contains and upholds bimetallism Is 
desired by all friends of good government 
ami honest motley. A free coinage which

But neither the one 
nor the other should therefor be suppressed. 
J 
legislation has not been fram ed, as is al- 
eged, in a spirit hostile to our farm ers. On 
the contrary, they have been the recipients 
of legislation especially designed to ald 
them . Notable among this class are our 
homestead and tim ber culture laws, under 
which the gox’ernm ent has fitted out the 
farm er w ith a part of his w orking capital— 
his farm . Aside from the land grant rail­ 
roads no class has had a more generous gift 
than this. And the very gift to the rail­ 
roads xvas especially made and designed to 
ald the farm ers settling on our frontiers to 
obtain railroad facilities at a much earlier 
tim e than they otherw ise could have ob­ 
tained the same. No other class of men em­ 
barking in business have been furnished by 
the government with such aid as our home­ 
stead and tim ber culture settlers. And the 
gift xvas not only given to the native born, 
but foreigners barely landed on our shores, 
w ith their “intentions declared,” could a t 
once initiate a claim to the generous land 
bounty of our government. 
In addition to furnishing free homes to the 
poor and needy farm ers, the federal govern­ 
m ent years ago gave to each of the states 
a land grant, am ounting to 30,000 acres for 
each senator and representative in congress, 
for the purpose of establishing agricultural 
colleges. O ur own state has availed itself 
of the provisions of this grant by establish­ 
ing, in connection w ith our state university, 
a school of practical agriculture—the best 
of its kind—for the benefit of the sons and 
daughters of oar farm ers. 
Since making 
this grant the federal government has given 
to each state, for the 
support of 
such 
schools, an annual appropriation of $15,000,- 
w ith an increase of $1,000 a year for ten 
years, or until the appropriation reaches 
$25,000, a t which figure it is to be m ain­ 
tained and paid annually to each state. 
The federal government has also, years ago, 
made provision by law for the establish­ 
m ent of agricultural experim ental stations 
in each of the several states, and supplies

I am aw are th at the new style of re­ 
former, who affects to find nothing good in 
the record or principles of either of the two 
great parties of the country, has other and 
perhaps more scientific remedies to propose 
as a relief or cure for the industrial stagna­ 
tion and depression which is affecting not 
only the farm ers, b ut all other classes and 
Interests in the community.

Besides, it i» far from certain, 
especially iii the light of the recent strike, 
w hether a government railroad would give 
us cheaper or better service, or w hether 
it would afford a better field of labor for 
the workingm an. As to the referendum, it 
may be said th at bad laws are, in the m idst 
of great excitem ent, as apt to he ratified by 
a popular vote, on a narrow m ajority, as 
good ones. 
There are many constitutional 
provisions throughout the land which have 
been ratified by a popular vote th a t e x i g ­ 
ence has proved unwise and im practicable. 
Good laws live^ bad law s are easily and 
prom ptly repealed. To turn the state into 
a saloonkeeper would not diminish drunken­ 
ness, would not relieve the taxpayer and 
xvould be placing another weapon in the 
hands of the hum m er element and the ward 
healers. How it could afford us any relief 
against the hard tim es at this juncture is 
hard to see. As to fem ale suffrage, it fs 
a luxury which few sensible women care for 
or would use. It is a theory long floating 
in the air among an ancient band of reform ­ 
ers, b ut it is a condition which few of

1 he good [MMjple of I his community 
j were inexpressib ly shocked on Sat- 
, urday morning last to hear that Jas. 
j McNaughton, a son of Ex Alderman 
, Jack McNaughton, had b een arrested 
for the henious crime of criminally 
assaulting his 12 y ear old step daugh­ 
ter, the complainant b eing the prison­ 
ers wife. 
On account of the ab sence 
of the county attorney the defeudaut 
was not arrnigned in the municipal 
court for a preliminary examination 
until Mouday , when b is attorney Mr. 
W • A. I leming, asked for a continu 
ance until Wednesday at 2 p. m. 
On 
Wednesday the defendant through 
Attorney Flem ing waived examination 
and he was b ound over to await the 
action of the grand jury in the sum 
of $500. 
As no preliminary examination was 
held it is hard to get at the exact facts 
in the case, b ut we understand that, 
according to the story of the girl, Mr. 
McNaughton, who has lived with his 
wife and step daughter for some time 
on Eighth street south, last Friday 
afternoon induced the girl to go with 
him to the b rewery to get a pail of 
b eer. 
After visiting the b rewery he 
took the girl to Woodland Park close 
b y , aud there he seized her and ac­ 
complished 
his 
purpose, 
not­ 
withstanding her rosistauce and out­ 
cries, her clothing b eing toru in the 
struggle.

Justice M. Hogoon, one of tho en­ 
gineers in charge of the B. & N. M., 
died of iufiumatiou of tho b owels, at 
the Northwestern Hospital last F ri­ 
day at 5 p m.

Hfrani Navigation. 
It seems a proper occasion for “let- 
tin’ the eagle scream,” when we rea­ 
lize that steam navigation had its 
origin in America, and that first steps 
in nearly all extensions and improve­ 
ments have b een taken b y the men of 
the newr world, 
Rob ert Fulton made 
tho first trip ever undertaken b y a 
steaml>oat, in his “Clearmont,” from 
New York to Alb any , in August, 1897. 
The first sea voy age ever made b y a 
steam vessel was when tho “Phenix” 
went from Hob oken to Philadelphia, 
in 1808. 
The first steamb oat for use 


od Western rivers was b uilt at P itts­ 
b urg. in 1811’ and the first steam fer­ 
ry was estab lished in 1813 b etween 
New York and Brookly n. 
The first 
steamb oat was on Lake Erie in 1818. 
and in 1820 the waters of Lake Michi­ 
gan were first agitated b y the paddles 
of a steamer. 
The first vessel to cross 
the Atlantic (propelled b y steam) was 
“Savannah,” which started from Liv- 
pool for New York in the latter part 
of June 1819, though the voy age, ow­ 
ing to a b reak iu the machinery , was 
finished under sail. 
In 1837, Captain 
John 
Erickson applied the screw 
propeller successfully to steam vessels.

McNaughton, who has lived with his 
wife and step daughter for some time 
on Eighth street south, last Friday 
afternoon induced the girl togo with 
him to the brewery to get a pail of 
beer. After visiting the brewery he 
took the girl to Woodland Park close 
by, and there he seized her and ac­ 
complished 
his 
purpose, 
not­ 
withstanding her resistance and out­ 
cries, her clothing being torn in the 
struggle. He then released her and 
gave her a dollar not to say anything 
about it. She went home, however, 
and told her mother, who immediate­ 
ly swore out a warrant for McNangh- 
tons arrest,who had not goo home but 
cuine down town, and he was taken 
into custody on Friday evening by 
officer Deroocher and lodged in jail. 
Dr. Camp, who made an examina­ 
tion of the girl, says she w’as not torn 
or lacerated, and that the story as 
told above is substantially as told by 
the girl and ber mother to him.

Steam Navigation. 
It seems a proper occasion for “let- 
tin’ the eagle scream,” when we rea­ 
lize that steam navigation had its 
origin in America, and that first steps 
in pearly all extensions and improve­ 
ments have been taken by the men of 
the new world, Robert Fulton made 
the first trip ever undertaken by a 
steamboat, in his “Clearmont,” from 
New York to Albany, in August, 1807. 
The first sea voyage ever made by & 
steam vessel was when the “Phenix” 
went from Hoboken to Philadelphia, 
in 1808. The first steamboat for use 


od Western rivers was built at Pitts­ 
burg, in 1811’ and the first steam fer­ 
ry was established in 1813 between 
New York and Brooklyn. The first 
steamboat was on Lake Erie in 1818, 
and in 1820 the waters of Lake Michi­ 
gan were first agitated by the paddles 
of a steamer. The first vessel to cross 
the Atlantic (propelled by steam) was 
“Savannah,” which started from Liv- 
pool for New York in the latter part 
of June 1819, though the voyage, ow­ 
ing to a break in the machinery, was 
finished under sail. In 1837, Captain 
John Erickson applied the screw 
propeller successfully to steam vessels. 
la 1839 the English goverment desired 
to substitute steam for sailing vessels 
in the mail service to America, and 
applied to Samuel Canard, a merch­ 
ant born in Halifax, Nova Scotia, to 
start the enterprise, which he did dy 
sending out the “Brittania” from 
Liverpool on J illy 4,1840. She arrived 
July 19, a two weeks voyage.

He needs a 
hypodermic injection of “enterprise” 
to cure him of the “follow your leader” 
habit He is the first to expect benefits 
that accrue from the united efforts, en­ 
ergy and enterprise of others, hut is the 
last to lend a hand. Tho croaker is a 
pusillanimous, insignificant, inconsist- 
encumbrance.

Brok­ 
er, of this city, is thinking of being a 
democratic, or according to the re­ 
vised edition non-partisan, candidate 
him self, and if he dooa M. J. Katzkv, 
one of the prominent non-partisans of 
this county, figures it out that he 
(Broker) will stand a good show.

Ed. Horton, the

Broker’s friends concede that Judge 
Holland will have the delegates from 
Aitkin, Itasca, and ( ’ass counties, but 
in Crow W ing, the judge’s own home, 
they think Holland can be beaten. 
A 
gentlem an who is on the iusn|e in 
this non-partisan schem e, said 
the 
other day that H. C. Stivers, the well- 
known democrat and editor of 
the 
Brainerd Journal, was against Judge 
Holland and for Broker. 
If such is 
the case lie may be abje to deliver the 
Crow W ing delegation to Broker, 
which '.votdd nominate him. 
So far 
as the Pioneer anu 
republicans 
of W adena county are concerned they 
have 
interest 
in 
the 
out­ 
come of the nou-paatiean convention 
whatever. 
The Kepublicans of this 
district as a whole are loyal to their 
cause, aud at the proper tim e will 
hold their convention, and nominate 
the next district judge. If the Dem o­ 
crats prefer to call their candidate 
non-partisan, no one has any objec­ 
tion, as it is a harmless pastime and 
t amount to much, 
any 
wav.

CA IT IK El) THE CONVENTION. 


Judge Holland's Non-Partisan Judi­ 
cial County Convention Monop­ 
olized by the Populists. 


I he non-partisan judicial mass con­ 
vention for Crow W ing county was 
held at the court house last Saturday 
afternoon as per call issued, but the 
people forgot to mass to any extent, 
at least in the manner in which it was 
intended. Instead of a quiet m eeting 
of a few partisans of the non-partisan 
originators of the movement, #• dele­ 
gation of the striking em ployes from 
the shops, nearly all populists, took 
possession of the m eeting and pro- 
ceeded to run things to suit them­ 
selves, much to the chagrin of the 
originators of the scheme. 
The convention was called to order 
by J. E. Johnson, the committeeman 
from this county, 
promptly 
at 3 
o’clock, who began to read the call for 
the convention. 
He was interrupted 
by J. A. Elliott representing the pop­ 
ulists, who demanded by what au­ 
thority he presumed to make him self 
chairman of this convention. 
Mr. 
Johnson explained that he had been 
committeeman from this county for 
six years, aud had signed the call 
authorizing the convention. 
After 
some more talk he was allowed to 
proceed, Mr. E lliott remarking they 
would dispose 
of his case 
later. 
When the reading of the call was fin­ 
ished Air. J. A. Elliott was nominated 
and elected chairman and Air. Geo. 
Herron secretary without opposition. 
The chair then announced that the 
election of delegates was next in or­ 
der, and nominations wore called for 
On motion Chas. Barnett and a Air. 
Phillips were appointed tellers. 
It was moved and carried that two 
delegates be elected from the country 
aud throe from the city. 
The pames of the following gen tle­ 
men were then placed in nomination: 
From the country—Jos. Myer, A. F. 
Ludwig. 
From the city—John Hur­ 
ley, bred Wehrle, Chas. Banks and 
Peter Olson. 
On motion the nominations were 
closed, and Peter Olsen declined, when 
the other gentlem en were elected by 
acclamation. 
The chairman then stated that he 
thought it would be proper to in­ 
struct the delegates, and suggested 
that a five minute recess be taken to 
confer about the matter. 
After a few moments recess the con ­ 
vention was again called to order, but 
no mention was made of instructing 
the delegates, it having been decided, 
probably, that this was not the best 
course to take. 
I’red W ehrle then arose and said 
he understood tljat Editor Stivers had 
some remarks to make on the financial 
situation, but Bro.

Banks and A. F . Ludw ig each de­ 
clined an invitation to speak but Fred 
W ebrle made a few remarks, con­ 
gratulating the workingmen on the 
interest they were taking in political 
affairs as evidenced by their presence. 
“As I look over this vast audience,” 
said the speaker (there were just 30 
present) “J am delighted at the in­ 
terest taken in political matters by the 
working people.” 
At the conclusion of Air. W ehrle’s 
remarks the chair stated a motion to 
adjourn would be in order, which ac­ 
tion was taken. 
Before the mooting 
broke up, however, Mr. Elliott said 
that he had a piece cut from a news­ 
paper which he desired to read, which 
was entitled tho “Bankers Opinion of 
the W orkingman.” 
After reading the 
selection, Air. E lliot made quite an 
extended speech in which he scored 
tho bankers, lawyers and other profes­ 
sional men, not forgetting the press, 
m aintaining that all were leagued 
against the working people to hold 
them in subjection. 
In fact the con­ 
vention was more of a labor m eeting 
than a political convention. 
At the 
close of Mr. E lliotts remarks the con­ 
vert’i o n adjourned.

H istory,” gives a 
slightly different account: ‘‘The king 
of Tendae, in Asia, who, like the 
A byssine or Ethiopian emperor, pre­ 
served great state and did not conde­ 
scend to be seen by his subjects 
above tw ice or three tim es a year.” 
M andeville, w ho professes to have 
traveled over Prestcr John's country, 
m akes him sovereign of an archipel­ 
ago of islands in India l>eyond Bac- 
tria and says that ‘‘a form er em ­ 
peror traveled into Egypt, where, 
being present at divine service, he 
asked who those persons w ere w ho 
stood before the bishop. 
Being told 
they should be priests, he said he 
would no more be called king nor 
emperor, but priest, and would have 
the nam e of him that came first out 
of the priests and was called John, 
and so have all the emperors since 
been called Prestcr John.”—Brook­ 
lyn Eagle. 


P a p e r H a n g e r s ’ P a s t e s . 
A trade journal says the founda­ 
tion of good paste is good flour. The 
best w hite w heat flour is the cheap­ 
est in the end, as it goes further and 
w orks smoother. 
To m ake a bucket of paste take 
about four pounds of sifted w heat 
flour and stir in enough lukewarm 
w ater to m ake a stiff batter. 
Keep 
on stirring until all lum ps disappear 
and the batter is smooth. Then pour 
in boiling hot w ater briskly until tho 
batter sw ells and has a cooked ap­ 
pearance. 
W hen ready to use, thin 
down w ith cold water until it can be 
spread on the paper easily, 
Bome paper hangers add about tw o 
ounces of powdered alum, but do not 
use alum in paste when made for 
felts or solid gold grounds. 
To m ake rye flour 
paste m ix 
enough sifted rye flour w ith cold w a­ 
fer to get the consistency of cream. 
Stir until all lum ps disappear; then 
place on fire to boil. 
Keep Stirling 
until it thickens and becomes yellow ­ 
ish in color. 
W hen cool, add enough 
cold water until quite thin. 
Do not 
use until cold. 
To m ake a strong size for very 
rough w alls dissolve 0110 pound of 
good ground glue to a bucket of hot 
water. 
Stir and use w hile warm. 
Apply w ith an old pastebrush or 
whitewash brush. 
For ordinary siz­ 
ing on new w alls and w alls that have 
been papered a half pound of glue to 
a bucket of water w ill be sufficient.

Throughout there have been tariff con­ 
ferences at the Whit** House, tariff con­ 
ferences of the senate and house coif 
ferees, tariff conferences of the Demo­ 
cratic house conferees, and, finally, an 
effort for a house tariff caucus to con­ 
sider some means of solving the problem. 
Out of it all has come no exact and 
definite programme by whic h the tim e of 
the passage ot the tnrift bill or its foim 
tan be predicted. 
President Cleveland's great interest in 
the income tax struggle w as shown by 
tile calls of ('hairman W ilson aud Rep­ 
resentative Cat kings, the latter being 
Speaker Crisp's associate en the commit­ 
tee on rides. 
Th** j*r* indent s callers were 
careful to refrain from any intimation of 
the polity of the administration. and 
there were conflicting reports as to the at­ 
titude of Mr Cleveland.

steamboat, in his “Clearmont,” from 
New York to Albany, in August, 1807. 
The first sea voyage ever made by a 
steam vessel was when the “Plienix” 
went from Hoboken to Philadelphia, 
in 1808. 
The first steamboat for use ta lk e r & Co’s. 


o d Western rivers was built at Pitts­ 
burg. in 1811’ and the first steam fer­ 
ry was established in 1813 between 
New York and Brooklyn. 
The first 
steamboat was on Lake Erie in 1818, 
and in 1820 the waters of Lake Michi­ 
gan were first agitated by the paddles 
of a steamer. 
The first vessel to cross 
the Atlantic (propelled by steam) was 
“Savannah,” which started from Liv- 
pool for New York in the latter part 
of June 1819, though the voyage, ow­ 
ing to a break iu the machinery, was 
finished under sail. 
In 1837, Captain 
John 
Erickson applied the screw 
propeller successfully to steam vessels. 
In 1839 the English goverment desired 
to substitute steam for sailing vessels 
in the mail service to America, and
